Amend the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

W HEEEAS it is expedient to amend the Irish Church Act, 

1869 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
6 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Irish Church Act, 1869, Amend- Short title, 
ment Act, 18*78. 

2. In this Act words and expressions to which by the Irish interpreta- 
10 Church Act, 1869, meanings have been assigned shall have the tion ‘ 
same meanings respectively : 

The expression “principal Act” shall mean the Irish Church 
Act, 1869, and this Act shall be read and interpreted as one Act 
with the Irish Church Act, 1869.

Act, before selling to the public the fee simple of any land which 
is vested in them by the principal Act, grant a lease in perpetuity petuity leases 
to their immediate lessee or tenant, being an occupying tenant
